The school system of Chicago has

Mr. Coath asserted he had acquired 
evidence of this plundering through a 
private investigation and intended to 
turn it over to the grand jury which is 
investigating other charges of graft on 
the part of the Lundin-Thompson 
school trustees. 

“ Responsibility for this rests direct- 
ly with certain board members,” said 
Coath. “I am not prepared to say at 
this time exactly how much money was 
obtained fraudulently, nor to designate 
the buildings in which the poor mate- 
rial was used. Those details will be re- 
served for the grand jury. 

Finds Practice Widespread. , 

“Some time ago use of wire lathing 
of less than the specified weight in 
the Gale school was revealed. This 
suggested to me that other buildings 
probably were similarly constructed. 
I investigated and found it was even 
more widespread than I had _  sus- 
pected.”’ 

The charge was made during a hear- 
ing of applications for increases in pay, 
amounting to more than $100,000, by 
employés of the board, which, commit- 
tee members indicated, probably will be 
provided for in the 1923 budget now 
being prepared. 

James Flynn, president of the Office 
Employés’ union, affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor, asked 
for a $60,000 a year raise for 200 clerks 
of the board.

RELIEF FOR AGRICULTURE. 


There is every disposition in all quarters that 
ogriculture shall be given whatever proper assist- 
ance can be devised:-for its recovery. We all 
realize that the farmer has suffered, though we 
should like him to remember that the rest of us 
have suffered likewise from the war and its after- 
math. We all are aware that agricultural pros 
perity is basic to our national prosperity. We 
know that conditions are not what the farmer 
likes or we should like for him. 

But it does not follow that every proposal] for 
‘gricultural relief is acceptable or wise, even from 
the viewpoint of the farmer’s self-interest. Some 
of these proposals would not benefit agriculture 
in the long run, but actually would injure it. Any 
proposal which weakens the credit structure of 
the country or imposes unnecessary increases of 
taxation for the fancied relief of farmers ought 
to be refused. It is, in short, as important to 
agriculture as to the rest of the country that 
sound judgment govern congress in legislation for 
agricultural ends and that it resist misguided 
pressure. 

We think the best opinion among farmers and 
students of agricultural conditions holds that, 
while some improvement in credit facilities is 
called for,, greatly increased credits at this time 
are not required. There are more important fac- 
tors in the situation, such as methods of market- 
ing and the European situation affecting disposal 
of surplus. But congress ought to help in the 
amendment of the machinery of rural credits, pro- 
vided such amendment is based on nd prin- 
ciples, which are as essential in agricultural as in 
other financing. | 

The proposal embodied in the Lenroot-Anderson 
bill for creatirig farm credit departments in the 
federal land banks, and giving them each from 
$5,000,000 to $10,000,000, or a total of from $60,- 
060,000 to $120,000,000, from the public funds, seems 
uncalled for by existing conditions, unwise, and 
unjust to the rest of the country. The bill also

The victim was found hacked 
to death with an ax in his store near the aiteres | 
murderer's home. In Goetling’s pockets were) 
found $28 in bloodstained currency and a receipt, 
carrying the victim’s name. Goetling’s shoes and | 
clothes were stained with blood. The case to this | 
point is no more revolting than numerous other | 
murders. But that isn’t all. | 

He was convicted of a brutal murder nineteen | 
years ago and sentenced to life imprisonment in 
a reformatory, but was released after a few years 
for “good behavior.” 

Free, he committed another atrocious crime and 
was sentenced to an asylum for the criminal in- 
sane. 

He was “cured,” freed, implicated tn another 
crime, and recommitted. 3 

A few months- ago he was released, again 
“cured,” because he “wanted to get married.” 
Now we have the ax murder. 

Sentimentalism saved him from the noose and 
released him upon society to murder. Not satisfied 
with that, it encouraged his desire to marry, and 
perhaps to found a family. Scientific criminology 
and pure justice would have prevented either de- 
velopment. Preventive measures are better than 
punitive measures. It may be too late now to pre 
vent the coming into the world of a.tainted, insane, 
and criminalistic son or daughter of this man. 
There is no telling where such a mad blood stream 
may end. It could have ended with this individual 
through the simple operation of sterilization.

worm medicine that Dr. Lambert found 
it rather an easy matter to get whole 
towns and countrysides to take it as one 
man.

People will take it without the men- 
ace of a bull whip, and that is rather 
more than can be said of most hookworm 
medicines. 

In the Fiji islands the doctors fighting 
hookworm proceeded on the theory that 
every inhabitant needed hookworm medi- 
cine, and since the remedy was safe and 
not unpleasant to take they cut out all 
examinations forworms, larv#2 and eggs, 
all laboratory work, and all frills of every 
sort. Every man jack in the community, 
regardless of race, color, or previous con- 
dition of servitude, stepped up to the 
counter and drank his portion of vermi- 
fuge.

The dose of the medicine found to be 
satisfactory was three minims for each 
year of the age up to 15. The dose for 
an adult ranged between forty-five and 
sixty minims. The dose was placed in a 
tablespoon, and over it water was floated. 
When swallowed a slight taste and odor 
and a faint burning sensation were noted. 
Three hours later an ordinary dose of 
salts was administered, If there was a 
history of marked constipation the indi- 
vidual was given a dose of salts and told 
to come back next day for the dose of 
worm medicine, 

Another advantage of this treatment 
was the fact that. one treatment sufficed 
to make a complete and permanent cure 
in most cases. In this experiment 91 per 
cent of those who used the drug did not 


need to take a second dose of ‘carbon 


tetrachloride. 
abies 

To determine the efficacy of the drug 
Dr. Lambert made laboratory tests on 
certain groups of people. After giving 
the dose of carbon tetrachloride the num- 
ber of worms passed in three days was 
counted. He found that an individual 
would pass an average of about 500. A 
week later he would give a dose of 
chenopodium and again examine for 
worms. ‘I'he number of worms passed by 
an individual after a single dose of car- 
bon tetrachloride varied from 96 to 100 


per cent of that person's total worm pop~ 
ulation. 

To follow up the dose of carbon tetra- 
chioride, Dr. Lambert generally gave 
chenopodium, or wormseed, at the end of 
a week, when he gave anything. A sec- 
ond dose of carbon tetrachloride can be 
used, but he preferred wormseed. 

In the series of trials and experiments 
on small groups tt was found that there 
were no symptoms due to the medicine 
after they began following the vermifuge 
with salts. 

This is a hookworm story. 

By way of appendix, let us add that 
Lambert found the remedy good for seat 
worms. It was not as good as chenopo- 
dium for round worms, since it only re- 
moved 40 per cent of them. It removed 
some whip worms, but not many.

from lower animals. Rabies and tuberculosis 
are the outstanding ones. 

There has always been a popular idea that 
cats and sometimes that chickens spread 
diphtheria. Savage has just investigated the 
cat part of the popular idea. He found that 
cats frequently carry a bacillus which looks 
like the diphtberia bacillus, but he never 
found the diphtheria organism in a cat, nor 
was he able to infect a cat with diphtheris. 
He came to the conclusion that cates did not 
have nor did they spread diphtheria. 

Nevertheleas, there is no reason why diph- 
theria bacilli should not be carried tempo- 
rarily on the fur of a cat, just as it may be 
earried.,on the hand of a man or on & spoon.

NOTICE TO LANDLORD.

In case of tenancy at a monthly rent where 
there has never been an agreement for a 
longer term, either party can end the tenancy 
or the landlord can increase the rent at the 
end of any mionth of the tenancy on sixty days’ 
notice. There is no légal obligation to assign 
a reason for such action. Since the statute 
merely specifies that the “ landlord shal! have 
the right to terminate the tenancy by sixty 
days’ notice in writing.” the legal effect of 
an oral notice is not clear. 

Under 1921 statutes if a tenant of residence 
property in a city, town or' village holds over 
and the landlord sues for possession, a judge 
has discretionary power to grant to the ten- 
ant six months’ stay of execution upon the 
ienant’s giving bond to pay rent at a figure 
fixed by the judge. If the lessor demands 
notice of the lessee’s intention as to applying 
for a stay, the lessee must notify or no stay 
will be granted. No provision in a lease 
shall operate to increase damages for hold- 
over above the rate of previous rent.

WHAT DID U. S. GET OUT OF THE

U. S. A. canceling debts due from our 
European allies that the average citizen 
is bewildered. Some things, however, 
are plain. The money loaned the allies 
was obtained by selling U. S. A. bonds 
to the people of this country at large. 
These bonds now stand as a debt against 


American citizens, and must be paid, 
both principal and interest. 

The bonds are nontaxable to the hold- 
ers, but, nevertheless, the American peo- 
ple are taxed to pay the interest. The 
money received from the sale of these 
bonds was loaned to the allies with the 
distinct understanding that when repaid 
it would be used to cancel said bonds 
and thereby reduce the U. S. A. public 
taxation proportionately. 

These allies obtained from Germany at 
the conclusion of the war properties and 
advantages worth to them more than 
all their war expenses, even including 
the devastations of France and Belgium. 
The U. S. A. obtained nothing! 

One thing is sure—cancellation of the 
debts against the allies will not cancel 
the U. 8. A. bonds, or debts against the 
American people. 

Further, it will continue the life of 
these nontaxable U. S. A. securities for 
investment benefit and maintenance of 
nontax paying elements, a dangerous 
status for any country.
